Sheriff testimon 
was essential at 
their trial, 3 say 


Three former Madison policemen 
charged this week that they were deprived 
of their right to equal protection and due 
process of law, by the failure of Sheriff 
John Maeras and Captain John Cooper to 
testify at their June 26-July 5 trial 

The trio filed a motion Monday in the 
Illinois Southern District's U.S. District 
Court, Southern Division (Alton), seeking 
a new trial. Those convicted of 
racketeering and perjury also filed a joint 

, Motion to set aside the verdict. 

Lack of testimony by the sheriff and his 
chief of field operations was assailed by 
the defendants and their attorneys, Ronald 
Grzywacz (Attorney Norman S. London), 
Richard Krieshok (Attorney Lawrence J 
Fleming) and Edward Goclan (Attorney 
Carmen Durso) 

Also drawing heavy fire was the trio's 
inability to obtain three separate trials. 


Numerous other defects were alleged, 
including devoting four trial days to non- 
City of-Madison occurrences utilized 
primarily to picture the possible intent of 
Grzywacz toward his city police job. 

The “‘lopsized” trial focused on alleged 
city offenses by the three defendants 
during the equivalent of only about ane day 
of testimony, the defense lawyers con- 
tended Monday 

District Judge J. Waldo Ackerman 
scheduled a hearing for Aug. 25 to hear the 
motions, and rebuttal by prosecutors. 
Sentences have not yet been determined. 

The motion for a new trail asserts that 
“the court erred in refusing to grant im- 
munity to witnesses Maeras and Cooper, 
who had invoked their Fifth Amendment 
rights, and in refusing to order the 
government to seek immunity in that 
testimony of said witnesses was critical to

the defense. 

“The government had seen fit to im- 
munize other witnesses deemed helpful to 
the government,” it was asserted. 

“The court further erred in refusing to 
strike the testimony of those ‘witnesses 
who had been granted immunity by the 
government.” 

Further error was alleged in “‘failing to 
permit such witnesses to invoke their Fifth 
Amendment privileges in the presence of 
the jury, or otherwise to advise the jury of 
the actual reasons for the ‘unavailability’ 
of witnesses Maeras and Cooper, since the 
lack of such information created con- 
fusion, misconception and prejudice in the 
mids of the jury.” 

This week motion claims that “it was a 
factual and legal impossibility for 
defendants to have conducted the affairs of 
the Madison City Police Department by 
soliciting bribes from business establish: 
ments outside of the City of Madison. 

“However, the government included 
such allegations in the indictment and 
purported to present evidence of such 
activities as substantive evidence of the 
conspiracy charged. 

“At the conclusion of the trial, the 
government submitted Instructions No. 30 
and 38 which in effect acknowledge that 
such Madison County activities were not 
connected to the conspiracy, and in no way 
connected to defendants Krieshok and 
Goclan. 

“Said instructions attempt to advise the 
jury to disregard such evidence entirely as 
to Krieshok and Goclan and to regard such

Name Webb 
in 2nd hit- 
run crash 


Larry G. Webb, 39, Rural Route One, 
Box 419, Granite City, who was released on 
bond last week on a reckless homicide 
charge stemming from a fatal hit-and-run 
accident July 11, was arrested again after 
a hit-and-run crash at 6:15 a.m. Tuesday in 
the 3300 block of Johnson Road. 

Webb first was charged July 11 with 
fatally injuring 18-year-old Eric Michael 
Morgan of Rural Route Two, Box 1015, 
Granite City, when an auto struck the 
boy’s bicycle. The car left the scene, police 
reported. 

Webb's auto was stopped by a roadblock 
near Collinsville and a passenger alleged 
Webb had held him as a hostage, had 
threatened his life and had fired shots 
from a handgun ata passing motorcyclist 
for no apparent reason. 

Webb was placed in the Madison County 
Jail July 11 and his bond was set at $50,000. 

On July 18, Circuit Judge Joseph J. Barr 
granted him a $10,000 recognizance bond 
and agreed™to accept 10 percent cash for 
the remaining $40,000. Webb then posted 
$4,000 and was released, pending trial 

At 6:15 a.m, Tuesday, a witness saw a 
car go over the curb on Johnson Road, 
travel on the sidewalk and through a yard, 
and then strike the parked auto of Sharon

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$7.6 million budgeted —

A 1978-79 operating budget totaling 
$7,676,145 and a federal revenue sharing 
budget of $763,961 were adopted by the 
Granite City Council Tuesday night. 

The new operating budget) is $90,036 
more than the 1977-78 budget of $7,586,109 
and is $158,256 higher than the budget first 
proposed for adoption by couril finance 
officials two weeks ago. 

Federal revenue sharing ire ent 
were left at the $763,961 figure despite 
predictions that income in revere sharing

Scott's arguments 
prevail in bet case 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott successfully 
cited objections to the United 
States Supreme Court against a 
plea by Ilinois race track 
betting messenger services to 
let them stay open pending the 
messenger services’ appeal of 
an Illinois Supreme Court 
decision to shut them down. 


Acquisitions 
boost income 


Post Corporation earned 
$1,869,000 or $2.08 per share in 
the first half of 1978, compared 
with $1,302,000 or $1.46 per share 
in the first half of 1977 

The newspaper and broad- 
casting firm said its second 
quarter profit was $1,312,000 or 
$1.46 per share. The com- 
parable figure for a year ago 
was $848,000 or 95 cents per 
share. 

A spokesman said strong 
demand for advertising space 
and time, both nationally and in 
Post's local markets, continued 
to fuel the company's strong 
earnings performance 

Acquisitions made during the 
last year and a half added to the 
earnings increase, he said. 

With the addition of Station 
WOKR-TV Rochester, N.Y., 
acquired last September, Post's 
broadcast division accounted 
for 64 percent of operating 
profit during the first six 
months of this year. Before the 
Rochester acquisition, the 
company's broadcasting and 
newspaper divisions were 
roughly equal in profit con- 
tribution. 

The spokesman painted out 
that the 55 percent increase in 
earnings for the second quarter 
and the 43 percent increase for 
the half were accomplished 
despite a quadrupling of in- 
terest costs and the addition of a 
substantial amortization 
charge, both resulting prin- 
cipally from the purchase of the 
Rochester TV station. 

The company said its only 
loss operation — a newspaper 
group serving Milwaukee's 
suburbs — is operating.at about 
the same level as a year ago. 


Scott won the state Supreme 
Court decision which outlawed 
the race track messenger 
betting services on July 14, and 
on July 19 he defeated a bid by 
the messenger services before 
the state high court for the 
services to reopen pending 
appeal. 

Scott argued in his July 20 
objections to the United States 
Supreme Court that: 

1, Permitting the. race track 
messenger betting services to 
reopen would cost the state of 
Tllinois millions of dollars in lost 
revenue. 

2. It also would cause in- 
creased law enforcement 
problems. 

3. And it would subject Illinois _ 
citizens to the possibility of 
nonpayment of persons placing 
winning bets. 

Scott also told the court in his 
objections to the messenger 
betting services’ appeal that 

—The services have no 
federally protected right to 
engage in thei’ gambling en- 
terprises; 

—The services waived any 
federal constitutional claims by 
failing to brief and argue those 
claims before the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 

The U.S, Supreme Court ruled 
Jast week against continued bet 
operations. Sites had included 
Granite City and Venice.

Vadalabene studying GC 
Chicago tax ‘mirage’ 


The Special Joint Legislative 
Investigating . Committee 
charged with the responsibility 
of delving into irregularities 
uncovered by the ‘Mirage 
Tavern’ met for the first time 
this week at the State of Illinois 
Building in Chicago. Among 
those participating in the 
committee's initial effort was 
Senator Sam Vadalabene (D- 
Edwardsville). 

The committee elected of- 
ficers, established a work 
schedule, and instructed its 
executive committee to develop 
a list of witnesses who are to 
testify in the future. 

Sen. Vadalabene, one of four 
Democratic senators named to 
the committee, is optimistic 
about the committee’s poten- 
tial. 

“The problem of false and 
incomplete revenue reporting 
by businesses is one of far- 


reaching significance for all the 
citizens of Illinois, It is a 
problem which is not confined to 
the Chicago area. 

“Tam confident that the Joint 
Investigating Committee can 
make a substantial contribution 
to the efforst aimed at recuping 
what some estimates place at 
$16 million to $20 million in 
annual revenue losses.’’ 


Vadalabene continued, 
“We've got the manpower and 
the resources to confront this 
problem head-on. There’s no 
reason why we cannot regain 
these important revenues.”’

better than last year 


Total suspended particulate 
continued as the most serious 
air pollution problem in Granite 
City during 1977 with one of the 
city’s nine ‘monitoring stations 
showing a TSP reading that was 
the worst in the state of Illinois, 
the Granite City Air Pollution 
Control Board said in an annual 
report released Tuesday. 

That reading, the report said, 
was made at the monitoring 
station at 2001! East 20th St 
where the geometric average 
was 186 micrograms per cubic 
meter — a level that is more 
than double the National 
Ambient Air Quality Standard 
for saspended particulates, 
which is 75 micrograms per 
cubic meter. 

The report, which was 
released by R. William Rotter 
Jr., chairman of Granite City’s 
Air Board and enforcement 
agency, noted, however, that 
compared to previous years, the 
1977 suspended particulate 
readings were lower at most 
monitoring stations than they 
were during 1976. 

Fifteen violations of the 24- 
hour national air standard were 
recorded during 1977, with all 
but two of the city’s monitoring 
stations showing suspended 
particulate ratings that ranked 
in the top 10 worst in the stale of 
Ilinois, the report said 

However, readings of 
suspended particulate levels, 
based on the annual geometric 
mean, showed declines below 
1976 figures at six of the nine 
monitoring stations, according 
to the report 

‘The report was presented to 
City Council members Tuesday 
night by Jim Henry, air 
pollution control engineer. The 
council placed the report on file 
after Mayor Paul Schuler noted 
that the report shows im- 
provement over past years. 

“In examining the report, air 
pollution does not appear to be 
as great a problem as some of 
the newspapers tell us," the 
mayor said 

The report, endorsed by all 
members of the Air Pollution 
Control Board prior to its 
release, said: 

“Air pollution is a very 
complex problem for which 
there are no simple answers 
Decisions on how best to reduce 
pollution levels not only affect 
human health and welfare, but 
also may affect our economy 
either directly or indirectly. 

‘The Granite City 
Pollution Board continues 
strive for cleaner air. 
support of each cit 
however, is absolutely essen 
in calling to our attention 
problems that develop, by 
personally obeying laws against 
pollution, and by providing 
general support of our efforts.” 

The suspended particulate 
level of the monitoring station 
at 2001 East 20th St. (186 
micrograms per cubic meter) 
which ranked worst in the state, 
actually was a reduction from 
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205 micrograms as the 
geometric mean for the 1976 
year, the report shows. 

Other geometric mean 
readings during the past year 
included 131 micrograms’ per 
cubic meter at the monitoring 
station at 15th Street and 
Madison Avenue which ranked 
fourth worst in the state. This 
reading, however, was a drop 
from the reading of 155 
micrograms during 1976. 

The geometric mean for the 
year of 112 micrograms at the 
monitoring station at 23rd 
Street and Madison Avenue was 
the sixth highest reading in the 
state for the 1977 year, but was a 
reduction from 123 micrograms 
during the 1976 year. 

Other readings of suspended 
particulates included a 1977 
geometric mean of 108 
micrograms at the monitoring 
station at 2000 Edison Ave 
(ninth worst in the state) but a 
reduction from last year’s 
reading of 114 micrograms. 

Readings at the station at 
Norfolk & Western railroad 
tracks gave a geometric mean 
of 133 micrograms, third 
highest in the state for the year, 
and the station at Lincoln and 
Nameoki Road gave a 
geometric mean reading of 112 
micrograms per cubic meter to 
make it the sixth worst in the 
state, which created a tie with 
the station at 23rd and Madison, 
also with 112 micrograms. 

The report noted: 

“Our agency monitored for 
total suspended particulate 
(TSP), sulfur dioxide (SO2) and 
carbon monoxide (CO), during 
1977 

“Total suspended particulate 
is measured by placing a_pre- 
weighed 8x10" glass fiber filter 
ona high volume sampler. This 
sampler pulls ambient air 
Uhrough the filter for a 24-hour 
period. The filters are then 
weighed and the total volume of 
air sampled is determined to 
give micrograms per cubic 
meter (ug-m3). These samplers 
are run once every six days. 
There are a total of nine sam- 
pling sites in selective locations 
in Granite City. 

“Sulfur dioxide is measured 
on a continuous basis by our 
agency. In our SO2 monitor, 
air is drawn through a mixing 
column where it is mixed with a 
solution of potassium 
tetrachloromercurate which 
absorbs the sulfur dioxide. The 
resulting solution is 
Automatically mixed with a dye 
which reflects the amount of 
sulfur dioxide in solution. 

“Several other solutions are 
involved, which prevent other 
possible pollutants from in- 
terfering. The treated sample is 
then read by a colormeter 
which detects the color intensity 
of the sample and produces an 
electronic signal on a con- 
tinuous recorder. Our agency 
currently has one such monitor 
in Granite City. 

“Our carbon monoxide 
monitor employs the non- 
dispersive infrared method. Air 
is drawn into a sample chamber 
into which a beam of infrared 
light of particular wavelength is 
passed. Since carbon monoxide 
absorbs infrared light at this 
particular wavelength, an in- 
creased concentration of carbon 
monoxide decreases the in- 
tensity of the infrared light, and 
lowers the temperature of the 
detector, which in turn in- 
creases the output to a con- 
tinuous recorder. Our agency 
has a single monitor for carbon 
monoxide. 

“We also have the ability to 
sample for nitrogen dioxide and 
have done so in the past. 
Nitrogen dioxide is measured 
by bubbling the air sample 
through an absorbing solution 
(sedium _hydroxide-sodium 
arsenite solution). The resulting 
solution is analyzed on a 
colormeter in a similar method 
to that used for SO2. 

“Total suspended _ par- 
ticulates (TSP) consists of 
small solid particles and liquid 
droplets. They come from a 
diverse number of sources such 
as 1) combustion of fossil fuels 
2) industrial processes, 3) 
fugitive dust and 4) photo- 
chemically produced particles. 

“The health effects of these 
particlate pollutants are 
directly related to their size. 
Smaller particles have a 
greater chance of penetrating 
further in respiratory system 
than do larger ones. Particles 
over 5 microns are generally 
stopped in the nose and throat. 
Those between 0.5-5.0 microns 
may penetrate deeper. It is 
these particles which have been 
associated ‘with increased 
mortality and bronchitis, 

“Nitrogen oxides (NOx) are 
formed in combustion 
processes. It has become in- 
creasingly important as an 
ingredient in the fermation of 
photochemical smog. NOx: is 
present in small quantities in 
Granite City’s atmosphere. 

“In the early part of 1977, our 
staff participated in an in- 
novative study of coke oven 
emission impact, in conjunction 
with USEPA, Illinois Institute 
of Technology, Research 


Institute, Illinois EPA and 
Geomet Inc. The final report is 
in its draft form and is expected 
to be released this year. 

“Between October of 1974 and 
January of 1977, our carbon 
monoxide monitor experienced 
a series of malfunctions. As a, 
result, there was no consistently 
valid data recorded. In January 
of 1977 a concerted effort was 
made to bring the unit on-line 
and to find a better location. As 
a result the unit was moved 
from 2301 Adams to 2001 Edison. 
The necessary repairs were 
made by our staff which 
resulted in valid CO data now 
being recorded for this year. 

“Progress in the installation 
of a air pollution control 
equipment by Granite City Steel 
is as follows: 
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“1. Basic oxygen furnace:"a. 
steam injection system 
(October, 1978); b. hot metal 
reladling baghouse, (com- 
plete); c. lance hole enclosure 
(October, 1978); d. tapside 
enclosure (complete). 

“2. Coke ovens: a. charging 
procedure improvements 
(complete); b. two enclosed 
pushing systems (complete) ; ¢ 
electrostatic precipator for C- 
battery stack (in construction) 

In addition “'B-battery” of the 
coke ovens is scheduled to be 
shut down in December 1979 
followed by “‘A-battery”’ in July 
1980. These batteries will then 
be completely rebuilt with 
emissions controls built in. ‘This 
will provide the quickest 
reduction in coke oven 
emissions."”

evidence solely on the issue of intent as to 
Grzywacz. 

“No such limiting instruction was given 
at the time the evidence was presented and 
received, and approximately four out of 
five days of trial were consumed by the 
receipt of evidence relating to Madison 
County activities, which evidence the 
government now acknowledges was not 
relevant to two of the defendants and 
contends was relevant only as to the “issue 
of intent” as to the third defendant. 

“As indicated by the statements of the 
defendants before the Internal Revenue 
Service and the grand jury, intent of the 
defendants was never raised as an issue 
with regard to alleged shakedowns in the 
City of Madison. 

“All defendants consistently denied that 
they had received any money whatsoever 
from establishments in the City of Madison 
and at no time contended that money had 
been received but for innocent reasons. 

“Consequently, the government's theory 
that evidence should be received to prove 
‘intent’ is not supported by the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

“The instructions tendered by the 
government and given by the court — in an 
attempt to cure the prejudicial effect of the 
‘Madison County’ evidence — were con- 
fusing and totally inadequate to cure the 
effect of the massive amounts of evidence 
which had been received over defendants’ 
continuing objections, and without any 
limiting instruction having been given at 
the time such evidence was received. 

“Through their pretrial motion to strike 
portions of the indictment, their motion to 
exclude evidence, and their continuing 
objections during trial, defendants 
brought to attention of the government and 
the court the irrelevancy and prejudicial 
nature of the Madison County evidence 

“Consequently, the introduction of said 
evidence was not by inadvertence or 
mistake, but was a fully calculated effort 
by the government to place before the jury 
evidence of a highly inflammatory nature 
which had no relevance to the charges 
contained in the indictment.” 

The motion for a new trial also alleges 
that “the court erred in denying the 
defendants’ motions for severance 
(separate trials) and in admitting 
numerous out-of-court statements of each 
defendant as evidence against all defen- 
dants.”” 

The joint motion prepared by the three 


defense attorneys said “It was obvious at 
the outset of the trial that the government 
intended to use the out-of-court statements 
of each of the defendants against all of the 
defendants on the conspiracy charge. 
“Such out-of-court statements actually 
introduced by the government included, 


but were not limited to, the following 
which were not even arguable in fur- 
therance of any conspiracy: 

“1. Testimony of each of the defendants 
before the grand jury. 

“2, Statements of defendants Grzywacz 
and Krieshok to the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

“3. Police report of defendant Krieshok 
regarding raid at Big Jenny's. 

“4. Alleged statements of defendants 
Goclan and Grzywacz to Officer Nizinski 
regarding Detective Burns. 

“5. Alleged statements of defendant 
Grzywacz to Officer Voloski regarding a 
list of tavern owners. 

“6. Alleged statements of defendant 
Grzywacz to tavern owners and tow truck 
operators in Madison County. 

“7. Alleged statements of defendant 
Krieshok to Madison Chief Dutko. 

“8. Recorded conversations between 
defendant Grzywacz and Walter Young. 

“Portions of the foregoing statements, 
as well as statements allegedly made in 
furtherance of the conspiracy, were 
utilized by the government as inculpatory 
evidence of the crimes charged against all 
defendants. 

“However, on only one or two occasions 
during the receipt of evidence did the court 
give a limiting instruction regarding the 
use of said statements against defendants 
who were not present at the time they were 
made. 

“Neither that instruction nor the in- 
structions at the end of the trial were 
adequate to cure the prejudicial effect of 
the receipt of such evidence in the joint 
trial of defendants. 

“Since each of the defendants elected 
not to testify, the defendants were 
deprived of the right to cross-examine 
their co-defendants regarding the contents 
of the alleged out-of-court statements and 
were, therefore, deprived of their rights of 
cross-examination and confirmation as 
outlined in Bruton v. United States, 391 
U.S. 123 (1968) 

“The court erred in denying defendants’ 
motions for severance for the following 
additional reasons: 

“a) Defendants were deprived of the 
right to call their oc-defendants as wit- 
nesses, 

“Each defendant prior to the trial had 
made statements exculpatory of the eo- 
defendants, and the court was advised in 
the pretrial motions that defendants an- 
ticipated the need to call the co-defendants 
as witnesses, but that they would be 
precluded from doing so in a joint trial. 

“As anticipated, defendants were in fact 
precluded from obtaining the testimony of 
their co-defendants, by the defendants’ 
positions that — although they would 


testify at a separate trial of a co-defendant 
— they would elect not to testify in their 
own trial. 

“Consequently, defendants were denied 
their rights to the compulsory process of 
witnesses at the joint trial,” it was argued. 

“‘b) The joint trial of defendants resulted 
in massive amounts of prejudicial 
evidence being admitted, ostensibly as to 
only one or two defendants, but which the 
jury heard and received without limiting 
instructions. 

“This evidence so permeated the trial 
that it was impossible by any type of in- 
struction to erase from the jury’s minds 
the prejudicial effect thereof with regard 
to the defendants to whom the evidence in 
no way applied. 

“c) The joint trial of defendants resulted 
in the presentation of the government's 
case in a confusing and prejudicial 
manner and in the receipt of evidence 
which was clearly inadmissible as to one 
or more of the defendants. 

A fair and impartial trial thus was 
prevented, the motion contended. It added 
that the court failed to “‘enforce the 
discovery rights of defendants relative to 
favorable evidence in the possession of the 
government, and in failing to grant 
defendants’ motion for a continuance or 
provide other remedies when it became 
apparent that the Government had not 
complied with the dictates of Brady v. 
Maryland, 373 U.S. 83 (1963) 

“The defendants properly requested and 
moved for the production of all favorable 
evidence, including evidence affecting the 
credibility of government witnesses and 
statements of witnesses containing in- 
formation favorable to defendants. 

“The government took the position that 
statements of witnesses, even if favorable, 
constituted Jencks material and need not 
be produced prior to trial 

“Defendants submit that the court 
erroneously upheld the Government’s 
position in this regard. 


“With regard to favorable statements of 
persons who were not to be called by the 
government, the court directed on May 30, 
1973, that such statements be submitted by 
the government to the court for an in 
camera inspection. However, They failed 
and refused to turn over any documents 
for the in camera inspections. 


“As a result of the foregoing, numerous 
statements of both witnesses and non- 
witnesses containing favorable comments 
and information were not turned over to 
defendants until late in the afternoon on 
the Friday prior to the Monday trial date. 

“Defendants were deprived of the ability 
to fully analyze, investigate and follow 
through on the leads obtained from said 
statements in time for trial. Nevertheless, 
the court denied defendants’ motions for a 
continuance in order to allow such ad- 
ditional pre-trial preparation.

A summary of the consumer 
complaints handled during 
fiscal year 1977-78 (July 1, 1977 
to June 30, 1978) by the attorney 
general’s Division of Consumer 
Fraud and Protection has just 
been completed. 

Scott said he was releasing 
the information in the interest 
of Illinois consumers and “the 
vast majority of reputable 
businesses.”

Scott said 27,280 individua) 
complaints were filed at the 27 
offices of the Consumer Fraud 
and Protection Division located 
throughout the state. 

The 18 Cook County offices 
received 21,427 complaints and 
the remaining 5,853 complaints 
were filed in the nine downstate 
offices. 

Scott said $2,637,584 was 
recovered for citizens whose 
complaints fell within the at- 
torney general's jurisdiction. 

The products and services 
which brought in the most 
complaints were automobile 
sales and services, home 
heating and repairs, and rental 
finding services. 

Attorney General Scott said 
the Illinois Consumer Fraud Act 
gives him power to investigate 
and prosecute consumer fraud 
on behalf of the people of 
Illinois. These lawsuits have 
sought to protect citizens 
against unfair business prac- 
tices of individual ‘‘conmen’” as 
well as large national cor- 
porations,

‘Congressman Ima 
Headlinegrabber wrote 
President Carter urging him to 
:..” That, in one form or 
another, 1s a frequent opening 
for news releases sent out by 
congressmen 

They love to herald their 
letters to the president with 
news releases. In some cases, 
newsmen get the release before 
the White House gets a 
message. 
~ It is an open question whether 
the members of Congress who 
trumpets his or her presidential 
correspondence to the world is 
sincerely bent upon making a 
point with the chief“ executive, 
or feels that invoking the 
president's name will make his 
message more newsworthy, or 
a combination of both, 

While the missives may not 
always command the 
president’s rapt attention, it is a 
sure fire way of bidding for 
space in the hometown 
newspaper 

In tying whatever cause he is 
urging for or against to a letter 
to the president, the 
congressman, in effect, says to 
the news media, “If my idea is 
important enough for the 
president, it is worth reporting 
to the public.” 

They may not be right, but it 
usually works. Congressmen, 
whether veterans or freshmen, 
realize this. 

Rep. Paul Findley, R- 
Pittsfield, fires off about a half- 
dozen letters a year to 
President Carter, and the past 
year’s subjects have ranged 
from sugar prices to Mideast 
peace proposals 

Newcomers do it, too. 

Rep. Tom Corcoran, 
Ottawa, recently sent Mr 
Carter a letter saying the 
Turkish Arms Embargo should 
not be lifted unless the Turks 
establish a schedule for getting 
their troops off Cyprus. 

In practice, news media and 
the public usually get more of 
the message than,she president

Ronna Frieberg, who heads 
the unit, says they get about 50 
letters a day from congressmen 
that are addressed to the 
president, and 60 to 70 “ad- 
dressed.to Frank Moore, Mr. 
Carter's special assistant for 
congressional liaison. 

The letters are condensed to 
usually about two or three 
sentences and are contained in 
a summary which is sent each 
afternoon to the president. 

An attempt is made to 
preserve both the substance and 
the tone of the letter. The 
summarizing is done by Evelyn 
Small, who holds a doctor of 
philosophy degree in political 
science. 

While the president reads the 
summary daily, he sees the 
actual letter in only about five 
to 10 percent of cases. 

President Carter gets the full 
letter if the summary arouses 
his curi Or the staff, on its 
own initialive, may send the 
letter to him if it is a major, 
timely issue in which the 
president has a strong interest. 

Freiberg’s office also sees 
that the congressional 
correspondence is 
acknowledged, and routed to 
the appropriate people. She 
checks to determine if follow-up 
responses have been made 

Not all of the congressional 
mail is on substantive issues 

Congressmen sometimes 
write Mr. Carter offering letters 
of recommendation, requesting 
photographs, autographs or 
personal messages, or for- 
warding other requests on 
behalf of constituents. 

Ronna Freiberg doesn’t 
consider most of the letters to 
be blatant bids for publicity 

“Most of them are fairly 
serious when writing about 
substantive issues, and so it 
would not be'fair to say it is 
done solely for publicity," she 
said. 

But the publicity value of 
presidential missives ac- 
companied by news releases is 
not lost on congressmen, 

One aide ‘o an Iilinois 
congressman szid letters that 
are particularly strident or 
partisan are not really designed 
to mold the president's 
viewpoint but to garner 
publicity. And, he suggested, 
the news releases double the 
chances of the president's 
catching the congressman's 
point. 

If the letter does not grab the 
president's attention when he 
reads the mail summary, he 
may take notice if the letter 
shows up in summaries of the 
news of the day. 

Even if: the president is not 
swayed by the congressional 
urgings, the letters serve some 
purposes. 

It gives congressional press 
aides something to do to help fill 
their day. It gives the

Forms for new multi-year auto plates being mailed 


Secretary of State Alan J. 
Dixon's office has begun 
mailing more than six million 
pre-print renewal applications 
for 1979 passenger car license 
plates, the first under the new 
multi-year plate and staggered 
registration system 

The new blue on white 
aluminum plates will show "79" 
in the top right corner and the 
expiration date sticker will be 
placed in the top left corner. 
This 1979 plate will remain on 


the current vehicle or any 
replacement through 1983. 

Changeover to the new 
system will require two years 
and at the end of that time, all 
registration for passenger cars 
will expire in the nine months of 
March through November. 
December -has been set aside 
for registration of motorcycles, 
fleet and leased passenger 
vehicles. No registrations will 
expire in January and 
February. 








“We are doing everything 
possible to acquaint car owners 
with the new system,” Dixon 
said. “An explanation of ex- 
piration dates will be at the top 
of every application along with 
fees for two options, short and 
extended. The last two digits of 
the 1978 license number will 
determine the expiration month 
for each applicant.” 

In addition, instruction 
meetings on the multi-year 
plates. are being held 


throughout the state by 
Secretary of State personnel for 
car dealers and others who will 
be selling 1979 licenses so they 
will be able to serve the public 
efficiently. 

Dixon also pointed out that a

The question of Stack’s status on the 
payroll was brought to the council’s at- 
tention by Alderman Warren Decatur who 
said he had been told that Stack’s salary 
had been charged in the entitlement 
periods 6 and 7 appropriations of the 
revenue sharing budget, with Stack 
designated as assistant superintendent of 
streets. 

“Ts this right? Do we have an stant 
street superintendent or don’t we?” 
Decatur asked. 

Stack was appointed assistant city street 
superintendent in February 1976 after the 
council enacted an ordinance creating the 
office. 

Alderman Gerald Parmley of the Sixth 
Ward said the: assistant superintendent's 
post was created by ordinance and that the 
council never has rescinded nor amended 
that ordinance. 

“He (Stack) still is assistant street 
superintendent," Parmley said. ‘'The 
council created the office and the council is 
the only one that.can fire him,” he added. 

“He is still filling that. office,’ Mayor 
Paul Schuler commented. 

“But this is money (Stack's salary) that 
is charged to the street department from 
which we get no return,” Portell noted. 
“‘He should be paid out of the sanitation 
department?”, Mayor Schuler asked. 

“As I remember it, we all sat down and 
agreed on this. The street superintendent 
and the council approved the selection of 
Stack and his appointment was confirmed 
by the council. Why isn’t he working in the 
department?” 

“T could go into that, but I don’t want to 
get involved in personalities,’ Portell 
replied, adding that he had prepared a 
letter which he gave to the aldermen ex- 
plaining why Stack was not working in the 
street department. 

“As I remember it, you gave a letter to 
the clerk, but you came in and withdrew 
the letter before it was presented to the 

” the mayor said, 

Alderman Lloyd Bailey of the Fifth 
Ward said he believed that Stack should be 
paid out of the sanitation fund. Douglas 
said the matter should be settled by either 
changing the ordinance or moving Stack to 
the sanitation department. 


Several aldermen suggeSted the matter 
should be resolved, but it was noted by 
several of them that moving Stack into the 
sanitation department would pose a 
problem because Stack's salary, which 
totals $17,160 in the revenue sharing 
budget, would be greater than that of City 
Inspector Emerald Dawes who is in 
charge of the department. 

Douglas described the problem as 
“ridiculous,” noting, “If the man is named 
assistant street superintendent, he should 
be working in the street department, It’s 
obvious that, the street superintendent 
can’t work with the assistant (Stack).” 

“It's obvious that the street superi 
tendent is not abiding by the council’s 
wishes,” Mayor Schuler replied. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer, who also said 
he believed Stack should be reassigned, 
asked City Attorney Lance Callis to 
prepare an ordinance that would eliminate 
the assistant street superintendent's office 
and, at the same time, transfer Stack to 
the sanitation department,

food stamp 


Secretary of 
Agriculture Carol Tucker 
Foreman has announced 
publication by the US. 
Department of Agriculture of 
proposed regulations for 14 pilot 
projects in which food stamp 
participants will ‘work off” 
their food stamp benefits. 

The department is soliciting 
applications from political 
subdivisions to conduct the 
projects in their areas. The 
projects, known as workfare, 
are mandated by the Food 
Stamp Act of 1977 and will be 
administered under the joint 
authority of USDA and the 
Department of Labor. 

The Food Stamp Act specifies 
that the projects should be 
conducted in one urban and one 
tural area in each of the seven 
administrative regions of 
USDA's Food and Nutrition 
Service. cities, counties, states 
or other political subdivisions 
may apply to the USDA to 
operate the program 

Under the pilot projects, food 
stamp recipients who are 
required to register for em- 
ployment will also be subject to, 
a requirement to work in the 
workfare project if their 
household's monthly food stamp 
benefits are greater than their 
household's monthly earned 
income. 

Such recipients will be 
required to perform work, 
without additional wage 
compensation, in return for 
their food stamp benefits. 

The food stamps, themselves, 
will be considered the com- 
pensation for the work. 

The number of hours a 
recipient will be required to 
work will depend on the size of 
his or her household's food 
stamp benefits. Each hour

recipients 


worked will earn the recipient 
an amount of food stamps equal 
to the hourly rate for the federal 
minimum wage. 

Failure to comply with the 
workfare requirements will 
result in suspension from the 
food stamp program. Under the 
porposed rules, each time that a 
recipient fails to fulfill workfare. 
requirements, the recipient will 
be removed from the program 
for one month, Mrs. Foreman 
said. 

Congress determined last 
year that the 14 pilot projects 
should be conducted so that 
workfare in the food .stamp 
program could be thoroughly 
studied. 

Workfare projects now exist 
in some areas in ‘general 
assistance” or “general relief” 
programs. ‘ 

Food stamp workfare will 
operate on similar priniciples to 
these projects, but will differ in 
that compensation will be paid 
in food stamps rather than cash. 

Also, most food stamp 
recipients will be working fewer 

hours — usually less than half- 
time '— because food stamps 
benefits are lower than general 
assistance benefits.

Schuler, Douglas clash 
over vote on expenses 


An effort by Alderman Charles Douglas 
of thé First Ward to amend the minutes of 
the City Council's July 18 meeting sparked 
a verbal clash between Douglas and 
Mayor Paul Schuler during the council's 
regular meeting Tuesday night. 

Douglas came out the loser in the 10- 
minute word exchange when Mayor 
Schuler at first called for a vote on 
Douglas’ motion, but then changed his 
mind and declared Douglas’ motion for the 
minute change out of order, 

‘As the council session opened, Mayor 
Schuler called for approval of the minutes 
of the previous meeting and Douglas took 
the floor to challenge a statement in the 
minutes which indicated that Mayor 
Schuler in the July 18 session had voted 
“no” on a six-to-six tie vote involving a 
proposed increase in the expense accounts 
allowed the 14 aldermen. 

Douglas maintained that the mayor, 
after the tie vote developed, remarked 
only that ‘the motion lost."” Douglas in- 
sisted the mayor did not specify that he 
was casting a ‘Tio’ vote and that the 
minutes should be changed to “be ac- 
curate.” 

“I voted against it,"’ the mayor said to 
Douglas. “Is there something the matter 
with your hearing?”

“To be legal you must announce your 
vote,”’ Douglas replied, ‘‘and you said only 
that the motion was lost. You did not 
specify you were voting ‘‘no.”” 

“Douglas,” the mayor responded, “I've 
told you before and I tell you again that we 
already have a city attorney. These legal 
opinions you keep giving this council don’t 
mean a thing to anybody.” 

The mayor turned toward the clerk and 
said, “Well, let's . . .”" He then turned back 
to his desk, with the remark, “No, I'm 
going to declare that motion out of order. 
That is not a proper motion.” 

Douglas commented, ‘At this point I’m 
not sure I know what the proper motion 
should be.”” 

“I think that’s obvious,’ Schuler 
remarked. 

“And I think its obvious that you don't 
know the law and neither does the city 
attorney,” Douglas retorted. 

Alderman Gerald Parmley of the Sixth 
Ward moved that the minutes be approved 
as recorded. 

On a voice vote, all of the aldermen 
voted in favor of the minutes except 
Douglas who voted ‘“‘nay.””

G. H. Sternberg, owner of the 
Sternberg Construction Co., 
Granite City, has been credited 
by the Long Lake fire depart- 
ment and Pontoon Beach police 
with saving the life of John O. 
Eiland, 24, of East St. Louis, at

Sternberg said, “I was 
heading north on Highway 111 
just north on Pontoon Road 
when to my left a power pole 
just seemed to explode. I then 
saw a car careening down the 
embankment. 

“I crossed over and went to 
the car.

want to move him. I felt a pulse, 
but saw no signs of breathing 
and could hear no breathing so I 
began to apply the techniques 1 
had just learned last week and 
began mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and he started to 
breath again. 

“You can’t really keep track 


of time, but it was not too long 
before police and the rescue 
squad of the Long Lake Fire 
Depaytment arrived and took 
over,’ Sternberg said. 

Sternberg last week, through 
the local Red Cross ‘Chapter, 
had  cardiopulminary 
resuscitation (CPR) training

Sternberg was heading

Eiland's condition and the 
extent of his injuries had not 
been determined at 10 a.m.

‘Smoking’ barge halts 
river, highway traffic 


Smoke coming from a barge 
containing benzine and sterine 
in the Mississippi River north of 
Alton has caused the closing of 
Route 3 (the Great River Road) 
from Alton to Clifton Terrace, 
Illinois State Police announced 
this morning.

*Wf'sure made a believer out 
of me," Wesley Dix, a 30-year 
member of Ironworkers Local

those who were spared serious 
injury because they were 
wearing a “hard hat.”

Dix sustained pulled muscles 
in the neck and back but 
escaped serious harm. 

Witnesses attested that Dix 
would have had severe and 
possibly fatal injuries as a 
result of the blow, had he not 
been wearing adequate safety 
protection on top.

Electrical storm, 
heavy rainfall 


hit Quad-Cities 


A severe electrical storm 
accompanied by heavy rain 
moved through the Quad-City 
area Wednesday evening, 
bringing .64 of an inch of rain in 
a brief period. 

Gusting winds that at times 
reached 45 miles per hour 
knocked down some tree limbs, 
caused about 25 individual 
power outages and plagued the 
Granite City police department 
with false burglar alarms 
triggered by the storm. 

An Illinois Power Co. 
spokesman said there were no 
major outages, but that falling 
tree limbs knocked down in- 
dividual lines in some areas. 

The storm was general 
throughout the region, with 
Collinsville and Belleville 
reported the hardest hit. More 
than an inch of rain fell in some 
localities, 

‘The storm moved through this 
area at 6:30 p.m. and sent 
temperatures tumbling by 17 
degrees within an hour. The 
U.S. Weather Service reported 
tornado sightings near Eureka, 
Mo., where rescue operations 
were under way to take about 
100 persons from skylift 
cablecars that were halted after 
one of the cars tumbled 70 feet, 
killing three persons. 

A tornado also was sighted 
near St. Clair, Mo. at 7:35 p.m. 
and at Millstadt, Ill., in St. Clair 
County at 7 p.m. 

The band of thunderstorms, 
about 45 miles wide, moved into 
the area from Iowa, heading 
southeast. The temperature fell 
from 92 at 6:10 p.m. to 75 
degrees at 6:40 p.m., according 
to the weather service 

Granite City police were kept 
busy during the storm with the 
first weather related-call 
received at 6:35 p.m. when high 
winds set off a burglar alarm. 

A second alarm was triggered 
at 6:45 p.m., followed by a 
report of a tree in the street in 
the 1300 block of Rhodes Street 
at 6:50 p.m 

A false report of a power line 
down was checked next and at 
7:05 p.m., police were cailed to 
the 2700 block of West 20th 
Street where a telephone line 
was downed. 

The city’s tornado-warning 
system was activated and the 
sirens turned on at 7:10 p.m. 
due to tornadoes sighted by the 
public in Missouri- 

Tree limbs fell in the 2200 


block of Iowa Street at 7:15 
p.m., damaging two cars, police 
were told. At 7:40 p.m., the 
city’s fire department was 
called to a fire at the Archer 
Daniels Midland Corp. facility 
on Cargill Road, but the call 
turned out to be’a false alarm. 
Another burglar alarm call 
was checked al 7:45 p.m. and 
high water at the same time 
cauSed a car to stall on 
Nameoki Road, creating a 
traffic problem 
Five minutes later, the street 
department was notified that 
one of the lift stations in the 
storm sewers was overloaded. 
A utility pole on fire, passibly 
after having been struck by 
lighting, was discovered near 
Maryville School at 8:05 p.m. 
and the police aided the fire 
department at the scene.

Berg, who makes her home in 
Fort Myers, Fla., said she'll get 
home around the first or second 
week of October. 

The game has changed 
greatly since Berg turned 
professional in 1940. “‘When I 
turned pro, there were three 
tournaments with a total prize 
money of $500,” said Berg. 
“Now, there are 34 tournaments 
with over $3.5 million in prize 
money.”” 

Berg, who helped form the 
LPGA in 1948 and was elected 
its first president, said she’s 
proud of the way the 
organization has progressed 
“The LPGA is bigger and 
bigger than ever, and it's going 
to continue to get bigger and 
bigger and greater and 
greater." 

OTHER CHANGES she has 
seen over the past 30 years are 
the increased number of lady 
golfers on the tour, the new 
equipment, advances in golf

course design and teaching 
techniques. 

“We've also been getting 
more attention from news 
media,” said Berg. “Not only 
newspapers, but also television 
and radio. It’s helped a great 
deal. 

“There are many women’s 
tournaments on television thow. 
That means increased revenue 
and more exposure. We can’t 
lose."* 

Berg cited overall effort as 
the main reason for the success 
of the LPGA. “The people 
behind the LPGA have put 
together a tremendous group 
effort since the day it was 
formed,’ she said. ‘That 
continues up to today. We've 
gotten tremendous public 
relations jobs out of some 
people.” 

THE PLAYERS of today 
haven't had to go through what 
Berg and her contemporaries 
did. But that’s much to the 
delight of Berg. “The players on 
the tour now have more of a 
chance to make it,"’ she said. 
“There are more of them, of 
course, which makes the odds 
higher against them, but 
overall, I'd say their chances of 
success for a good woman 
player are good today."’~ 

“But it’s a hard life, and takes 
a lot of dedication to make it. A 
player might be on the road all 
year long, off and on, and the 
dedication required is 
tremendous.” 

Berg won't take a back seat to 
the professional male golfers 
“Pound-for-pound, the ladies 
are the longest hitters in the 
world,” she said. “Anybody 
who doesn’t see a women's 
tournament when it’s in their 
area, has missed something.” 

Berg has played with some of 
the greatest names in 
professional golf. But none hold 
a more dear place in her heart 
than does Babe Didrikson 
Zaharis, perhaps the greatest 
woman athlete of all time, at 
least according to Berg. ‘‘She 
was one of my closest friends, 
she said. “‘It’s too bad she wa 
taken from us at the age of 4 

ZAHARIS won the Women's 
Golf Open three times, was the 
leading money winner among 
women four years in a row from 
1948 to 1951 and was a gifted

1. That the Tri-City Regional 
Port District. pursuant to 
Chapter 19, Section 287(1) of the 
Illinois Revised Statute does 
hereby establish a procedure 
for the issuance of construction 
permits 

2. That all persons, firms, 
corporations or other entities 
other than the U. S. Corps of 
Engineers and the State of 
Illinois contemplating the 
construction of any facility 
described in Chapter 19, Section 
287(1) of the Illinois Revised 
Statute shall not less than 
ninety days or more than one 
hundred twenty days, before the 
undertaking of any proposed 
construction, submit to the 
Engineer of the Tri-City 
Regional Port District certified 
copies of the plans and 
specifications for said im- 
provements or facilities and a 
request for a permit for said 
construction. 

3. That the Port District 
Engineer shall within ninety 
days of the receipt thereof 
approve or disapprove’ of the 
plans and specifications for said 
facilities or projects.

Percy criticizes bid practices 


Senator Charles H. Percy (R- 
Tl.) has released at Washington 
a report alleging that the 
General Services 
Administration (GSA) is 
awarding a large number of 
construction contracts without 
competitive bidding, In 
disregard of federal contracting 
procedures. 

The nationwide study of Gs 
contracting 
ducted by the General 
Accounting Office (GAO), the 
auditing arm of the Congress, 
concluded: 

“There appears to be too high 
a proportion of negotiated 
contracts, overly liberal in- 
terpretations of public exigency 
to justify negotiation, and little 
or no competition for many 
advertised and negotiated 
awards.” 

The GAO's report was based 
on contracting procedures at all 
10 of GSA’s regional offices 
throughout the nation. - 

Underlining the gravity of the 
findings, the GAO, with Percy’s 
approval, immediately notified 
GSA’ Administrator Joel W. 
Solomon of the results of its 
inquiry in a 13-page letter 


The GAO study analyzed a 
statistical profile of all new 
construction and repair- 
alteration GSA contracts above 
$10,000 awarded between 1974- 
76, involving more than $500 
million in federal funds. 

It found that 12.7 percent of 
the contracts for new con 
struction, about $21.4 million, 
were negotiated without 
competition. The study also 
showed that 13.4 percent of the 
repair-alteration contracts, 
about $16.7 million, were 
negotiated over the three-year 
timespan. 

One of the major questions 
raised by the analysis was the 
frequent use by GSA of “public 
exigency" as a reason for 
awarding contracts through the 
negotiation process, without 
normal competitive bidding 
procedures. 

Although “public exigency” 
is recognized as a legally suf- 
ficient reason for bypassing 
competitive bidding, GAO said 
there were numerous ‘doubtful 
cases” at GSA. These so-called 
‘emergencies’? included 
contract awards for land- 
scaping, interior finishing,

“This means that if anything 
goes wrong with Snoopy’s 
electronic insides, we'll fix the 
working parts at no additional 
charge,” said Evers. 

The customer-purchased 
telephone shell has a six-month 
warranty.

This survey turned up 
numerous examples of 
questionable use of the 
emergency clause, including: 

“An $803,240 award to build a 
new courtroom in the Everett 
McKinley Dirksen Federal 
Office Building in Chicago and 
related miscellaneous 
alterations of courtroom space 
elsewhere in the building, even 
though there was no adequate 
documentation of whether GSA 
properly advertised the work 
request and only two firms bid 
for the job. Moreover, the 
contract file had no explanation 
of why only two firms were 
contacted. Failure to provide 
reasons why fewer than three 
firms were contacted is a 
violation of federal 
procurement regulations,”’ said 

AO. 


A $207,000 award for con- 
struction at the U.S. Border 
Station in San Diego, negotiated 
without normal Bidding 
procedures’ and justified by 
GSA on grounds that speedy 
completion would maintain 
good relations with Mexico and 
increase efficiency and 
productivity, GAO said it 
“questioned whether main- 
taining good relations and in- 
creasing efficiency represent 
compelling needs of unusual 
exigency.” 

A $42,745 award for exterior 
sculpture foundations at the 
U.S. Courthouse in San Diego, 
which GSA claimed was 
negotiated rather than put out 
to bid because funds would 
expire if too much time went by. 
GAO said nothing in the files 
demonstrated how ‘'the 
government would be seriously 
injured, financially or other- 
wise, if these services were not 
furnished by a certain time.” 

In releasing the report, Percy 
noted that the elaborate

procurement procedures 
established for government 
agencies were meant to 
“eliminate favoritism and give 
the taxpayer the best possible 
bargain through the com- 
petitive bidding process.” He 
said that, ‘The GSA, having the 
major responsibility for con- 
struction and maintenance of 
federal facilities, appears to 
have gone overboard on 
claiming public emergency 
when no emergency exists. This 
practice raises serious 
questions about whether GSA 
would rather play favorites 
than get the best job done for 
the least amount of money to 
the American taxpayer.” 

Percy added: ‘‘Unless 
qualified contractors are made 
aware of job opportunities, they 
cannot bid on them. Failure to 
properly advertise a project 
results in GSA negotiating with 
one or two contractors it 
selects, rather than picking the 
Jowest bidder in a truly com- 
petitive process,” 

Percy said he was pleased 
that a newly-formed task force 
at GSA was beginning to sift 
through activities that might be 
subject to criminal abuse within 
the agency. 

“There appears to be a 
pattern of noncompetitive and 
extremely lucrative —con- 
struction awards by GSA that 
has been going on far too long," 
he said. “Until we know why 
this happened, that agency’s 
contracting procedures will be 
stained with an inference of 
favoritism, cronyism and 


worse. 
“When the agency negotiates 
landscaping and sculpture 
contract awards without using 
normal bidding procedures 
designed to keep costs down, 
and justifies such actions on the 
basis of public exigency, tax- 
payers can't be blamed for 
wondering: How come?"

National Steel Corporation's | second- 
quarter financial report released this week 
shows no visible benefit from the federal 
government's trigger price system created 
to curb below-cost “dumping” off steel in 
the U. S. by Japan or other nations} 

Chairman George Stinson sajd, “We 
continue to hope it will work as intended, 
and we remain hopeful of seeing some 
benefits from it in the third ang fourth 
quarters.” 

Concern over the Granite City Steel 
corporate owners’ lack of relief is 
underscored by the fact that the 
government itself advocated the “trigger 
price” plan as an indirect remedy, rather 
than following its existing anti-dumping 
law in a direct manner. 

A talk this month in Washington, D. C., 
to the Congressional steel caucus and to 
Congress’ delegations from Arizona. 
California, Idaho, Nevada, Utah and 
Washington dealt with the problem as it 
affects West Coast steelmakers. 


Mark T. Anthony, Kaiser Steel Corp. 
president and chief executive officer, 
asserted that “trigger pricing isn’t working 
for the western steel industry. Imports 
took 38 percent of our market in 1977, and 
they were more than SO percent in the first 
quarter of 1978. 

“The bottom line is that we were 
supposed to be helped by the government's 
program. Yet, there is no question that 
import tonnage into the west in 1978 will 
be g#@ater than it was in 1977,” he asserted. 

Percentages of the kind. being 
mentioned cause serious impact not only 
on steel firms but on the nation, which 
must not accept reliance on foreign 
producers for such a vital domestic and 
defense product. 

Steelmaker's patience understandably is 
wearing thin, justifying prompt attention 
by the Carter administration. Mr. 
Anthony’s remarks included pertinent 
examples of trigger price procedural 
mistakes and a number of erroneous 
assumptions in the system.

Cut taxes or spending?

We live in interesting times. 
For years, economic con- 
servatives have opposed tax 
cuts, saying cuts are not ap- 
proporiate when the federal 
budget is billions of dollars in 
the red. 

Now that conservatives have 
decided tax cuts might help get 
the budget out of the red, it's the 
liberals who oppose the cuts. 
Same grounds, different team. 

So the conservatives favor 
cutting taxes and the liberals 
favor cutting the deficit. I have 
two comments about that 
‘situation. 

First, I want to congratulate 
the liberals for noticing that the 
size of the federal deficit is a 
problem. Second, I would like to 
propose an obvious com- 
promise: Let’s do both. Let's 
cut taxes and trim federal 
spending. 

Without substantial cuts, both 
taxes and government spending 
can be expected to increase by 
10 percent to 12 percent in fiscal 
years 1979 and 1980. 

For the avetage family, that 
means a federal tax increase of 
$700 in 1979, even if President 
Carter’s modest ‘‘tax relief” 
proposal passes, and a $950 
increase if it does not. For 1980. 
the increase would be $1,100. 

At the federal level, spenders 
tend to win and taxpayers to 
lose. You can see this process in 


presitlent proposed a $38 billion 
spenqing increase and $25 
billion in tax relief for fiscal 
year 1979 (which begins Oct. 1, 
1978) { 

In March, the president upped 
his estimated increase in 
spending to $46 billion. 

By |June, both the president 
and Gongress accepted a still- 
higher $47 billion increase in 

ling. To limit the unwise 
growth of the deficit, the 
propdsed $25 billion in tax relief 
was trimmed back to $15 billion. 

Thijs, once again, the spen- 
ders emerge victorious and the 
taxpayers get the bill. 
Obvidusly, the news of the 
taxpdyers’ revolt has not 
penetrated very far into the 
inner} councils of Washington. 

That deafness in Washington 
is especially unfortunate, 
because the federal government 
i dily becoming a bigger 
part of the problem. 

Forjexample, in both 1978 and 
1973, feds will account for 
nearly two-thirds of the total 
annual tax increase, with states 
and ities sharing about 
one-third. And by 1980, the 
federal share of the increase 
will have grown even larger. 

Drastic slashes are neither 
necennery nor advisable. What 
we must do is reverse the 
direction of the trend. 


A |moderate, sustained 


reduction in our standard of 
living and with continued high 
levels of employment 

To be specific: If the federal 
spending increases are limited 
to the rate of inflation for the 
next three years (7 percent a 
year), then the economy would 
profit from tax relief on the 
order of $25 to $30 billion each 
year. 


If one-third of the tax cut is 
targeted to stimulate job- 
creating and — capacity- 
expending investment, then the 
following benefits can be ex- 
pected by 1981: 

Nearly one million new jobs, 
an increase in after-tax family 
income of $1,055, per-family tax 
relief of $892, and new in- 
vestment of $13.5 million. 

In summary, there is room 
for debate over whether tax 
cuts will stimulate the economy 
enough tg replace lost revenue. 
But the real issue goes much 
deeper than economics: 

—It is a fact that taxes are 
higher now than they have ever 
been, and getting worse.

Many new frontiers lie ahead 
for America's space explorers 


(Parks Air College, Cahokia, 
1978 commencement address by 
Eugene F. Kranz, Associated 
with the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration since 
1960, he served as a flight 
director for Mercury, Gemini, 
Apollo and Skylab missions. As 
deputy director of flight 
operations since 1974, he shares 
authority in planning and 
conducting all NASA manned 
space missions.) 

When I graduated from Parks 
College in 1954, the hottest 
operational aircraft was the F- 
86 Sabre Jet. The sound barrier 
had been broken only a short 
while earlier, in 1947 

‘The X-15 was still a dream. 
Turboprop aircraft, typified by 
the Viscount and Electra, were 
just coming off the assembly. 
The Dehavilland and Comet had 
just flown. 

Space was still a matter for 
science fiction fans, the Willy 
Ley’s and Wehrner Von Braun. 

Dr. Von Braun spoke in the 
Parks cafeteria in 1952 or 1953. 
He spoke about space and at- 
tempted to forecast what would 
happen in the coming years. 

As he talked, I remember 
thinking of him as a dreamer, a 
romanticist, a poet. My 
engineering mind just could not 
accept what he was saying 
about our future in space. 

In October, 1957, I was on the 
island of Formosa when Sputnik 
orbited the earth. I felt un- 
comfortable with this foreign 
“moon” over our country 

On that day, I remember Dr. 
Von Braun's lecture. I then 
vowed to never underestimate 
what can be done, if man ap- 
plies his mind and his being to a 
task. 

Today, I will try to forecast 


the next 20 years, I will move 


toward your future — and 
ing an engineer, I will be 
wrong. 

Engineers tend to 
overestimate what they can do 
today and underestimate what 
they can do tomorrow 

I do think that this is because 
engineers must be objective — 
they have to prove their point 
In addition, theme are always 
the risks in’ the political and 
economic area 

T believe that the best way to 
predict the future, and get a feel 
for what will happen 20 years 
from now, is to take a look at 
what was happening 20 years 
ago. 

In April 1958, President 
Eisenhower submitted a special 
message to Congress, calling 
for the creation of a civilian 
space agency, with the National 


Committee for 
Aeronautics serving as a 
nucleus, to conduct federal 
aeronautics and space ac- 
tivities. 

On July 29, 1958, the 85th 
Congress signed Public Law 85- 
568, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Act, creating NASA 

On April 12, 1961, the Soviet 
Union placed their first man in 
orbit, Yuri Gagarian. This was 
followed by Alan Sheppard's 
ballistic flight one month later. 

President Kennedy, 
responding to the Soviet 
challenge, in speaking to 
Congress on May 25, 1961, 
staled: "I believe that this 
nation should commit itself to 
achieving the goal, before the 
decade is out, of landing a man 
on the moon and returning him 
safely to earth.” 

In rapid succession, we or- 
bited John Glenn during the 
Mercury Program, and in the 
Gemini Program we demon- 
strated and refined rendezvous 
and docking systems. 

In January 1967, we had our 
first and only disaster when Gus 
Grissom, Ed White and Roger 
Chaffee were killed in the 
Apollo fire at Launch Complex 
34.

‘The fire reached us in many 
ways. We reviewed our com- 
mitment, examined our souls, 
picked ourselves up, and 
regained our momentum 

Ten years ago we flew Apollo 
8 around the moon in 
preparation for the first lunar 
landing on July 20, 1969. 

Then we landed five more 
crews on the lunar surface and 
returned them safely. 

We worked around computer 
failures, survived lightning 
strikes, and recovered a 
disabled spacecraft. 

We then turned toward the 
exploitation of space five years 
ago with Skylab, performing 
over 100 experiments, and 
spending a half-year in space. 

In a 20-year period, we had 
started from scratch, developed 
several spacecraft, established 
a first-class operations and 
training organization, 
demonstrated man's ability. to 
effectively work in space, and 
had overcome incredible dif- 
ficulties. 

We will continue for a few 
years, and then it is up to you. 
The ‘future of the space 
program, possibly the future of 
the United States, will be in 
your hands.

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Bus patronage rising 


Bi-State Development Agency 
bus passengers are making 41 
percent more trips than just 
five years ago, Executive 
\Director Barry M. Locke has 
announced. On an average 
weekday, 253,435 passenger 
trips are made on Bi-State 
buses in the Metropolitan area, 
a jump of 74,000 from October, 
1973. 

Locke said that the weekday 
ridership represents a 4 percent 
gain within the last eight 
months. Saturday transit 
operations are now carrying 
nearly 140,000 persons each 
week, 11 percent ahead of last 
fall and 57 percent above 1973, 
the year in which local funding 
support enabled Bi-State to 
lower its basic fare from 45 to 25 
cents. 

Sunday patronage has gone 
up 44.8 percent since the new, 
lower fares went into effect. The 
findings were based on periodic 
ridership surveys. 

“The bus is seen by an in- 
creasing number of people as a 
convenient, inexpensive 
alternative to the private 
automobile,” Locke said. “We 
are beginning to turn the corner 
on the transportation issue so 
that, in the coming years, there 
will be noticeably fewer cars 
and less congestion on the 
roads, while more and more 


pedple will be on the bus. 

“Our system is now viewed as 
an accepted way of travel for 
men and women in all walks of 
life, and our growing concern 
for fuel conservation will make 
it increasingly attractive in the 
Lon 

Locke noted that, as ridership 
hag risen, Bi-State has also 
increased the number of bus 
trips scheduled each weekday 
from 5,484 in September, 1973, 
to 7,288 this year, a 33 percent 
jump. 
Since 1973, the Bi-State 
system has grown from 113 to 
161 lines, and more than 600 new 
buses have been purchased, 
giving Bi-State one of the most 
modern fleets in the nation, he 
said. 

The most recent ridership 
survey indicated that St. Louis 

‘oynty and Illinois bus routes 
experienced the largest overall 
increases in ridership in the last 
eight months (six percent 
each), while lines operating in 
the City of St, Louis registered a 
three percent gain. Added 
service and the suspension of St 
Louis County zone charges in 
January of this year are 
credited with helping to boast 
the number of passenger trips 
in Missouri. 

In Ulinois, the Caseyville 
Collinsville and Lebanon Ave. 
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(Belleville) bus routes are each 
transporting 24 percent more 
passengers than last year, while 
the inter-state Tubman 
Express, linking Illinois with 
Hazelwood, Mo., is being 
patronized by a daily average of 
211 riders in 1978, up more than 
74 percent from 1977. 

Locke added that, since 
passage of the transportation 
sales tax support legislation, 100 
new passenger shelters have 
been installed, with 545 more 
planned Within the next year. 
‘Agency employment has also 
risen from 1,548 to 2,213 since 
1973, making Bi-State one of the 
area's largest employers.

Less than half of veterans 
use benefits for schooling 


Only 49.5 percent of IWinois' 
eligible veterans are taking 
advantage of their veterans’ 
benefits, according to Darrel 
Seim, veterans’ representative 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville. 

While this figure is not ex- 

| tremely low, falling below the 50 
percent level has spurred the 
Veterans Administration into 
launching ‘Operation Boost,” a 
statewide effort to inform 
veterans of the benefits 
available to them, Seim said. 

According to Bob Fowler, 
coordinator of veterans affairs 
at SIUE, ‘Many veterans are 
just not aware of the benefits to 
which they are entitled. Others 
are unwilling to deal with the 
bureaucracy or are unac- 
customed to the forms involved 
in taking advantage of 
benefits.” 

He continued: “Some 
veterans would like to continue 
their education but are unsure 
about their abilities. Some even 
think they’re too old to return to 
school, although time seems to 
be changing this notion.” 

The Veterans Outreach 
Center (VOC) at the University 
represents two programs: the 
Office of Veterans Affairs

(OVA) and Veterans Upward 
Bound (VUB). 

The OVA offers com- 
prehensive assistance in the 
following areas: admissions, GI 
Bill benefits, financial aid in- 
formation, one-to-one coun- 
seling, discharge upgrading, 
tutorial assistance, and home- 
Joan counseling, among others. 

VUB is a general educational 
development program 
specifically set up to help 
veterans who need to complete 
their high school education or 
who need 
assistance in preparing for 
college. 

Enrollment in an educational 
program allows the veteran to 
receive a minimum of $311 per 
month (more with dependents) 
for full-time (12 hours per 
week), 

The VOC is staffed by 
veterans who are committed to 
helping others avoid the hassles 
they and other veterans have 
experienced, Fowler said.

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Tertiary treatment 
facilities at SIUE 
ok'd: cost $568,000 


Plans and specifications for 
tertiary treatment facilities at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville have been ap- 
proved by the SIU Board of 
Trustees. 

The board also authorized its 
executive committee to award 
contracts for the project, 
estimated to cost $568,000. The 
lertiary facilities will add a 
third stage of treatment at the 
campus waste disposal plant. 

Funding for the project has 
been provided by $118,000 in 
grant funds from the Mlinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (IEPA) and $450,000 
from state funds appropriated 
to the Capital Development 
Board (CDB) 

University officers said they 
anticipate the CDB will seek 
bids on the project for the 
second time next month 
Initially, the CDB received and 
opened bids on the project July 
11, but the bids were declared 


unacceptable 

The University has sought 
since 1973 to obtain funding to 
add tertiary treatment facilities 
to its waste treatment plant. In 
March, 1974, the board ap- 
proved the addition of tertiary 
treatment facilities as part of 
the advanced waste treatment 
and operators training facility 
project, for which SIUE 
received an IEPA grant in 1975. 

University officers said the 
original IEPA grant for tertiary 
treatment was insufficient 
because of the impact of in- 
flation on construction costs, 
and additional funding was 
sought through state ap- 
propriations.
